PROTECT THESE TOWNS 


The following appeared in last 
Saturday's Albertan, and the re- 
marks apply with equal forced to 
Cayley as any other town, as line 
will come within a few miles of 
here. The article singles out 
however, Claresholm and Granum 
as needing special protection from 
this competitive line, and goes so 
far as to advocate the government 
to demand the entrance of the C, 
N. R. into these two towns. But 
why these two towns only ? Are 
the other towns along the pro- 
posed route, which will be as 
much damaged, iu fact, practically 
jruined, to all intents and purposes, 
r|as business centres, to be sacri- 
ficed? To do justice to all alike, 
the C. N. R. should be compelled 
to enter every town along the line 
where it proposes to come in such 
close competition with already 
existing towns, and this is a mat- 

ter that our board ot trade and 
village council might take up and 
fight to finish with all their power 
It will, without a doubt, mean 
much to Cayley’s future to have 
a town planted four or five miles 
to the east ofus. As the Albertan 
points out, the proposed route of 
this new line, with the new towns 
springing up in its wake, would 
practically wipe out many existing 
town, and certainly every influence 
should be used to get the govern- 
ment to protect us, who will be so 
materially aftected when this line 
is in operation, as at present 
planned. The following is the 
Albertan’s article : 

When the provincial govern- 
ment guaranteed the bonds of the 
G. T. P. and the C. N. R. it was 
jgenerally understood that the 
reason for pledging the credit of 
|\the province was for the purpose 
of doing something to provide 
transportation facilities for terri- 
tory now distant from markets, 

From Southern Alberta comes 
| bitter complaint that the two roads 
are staking out territory between 
the C, and E, branch of the C, P. 
R, and the Lethbridge-Carman- 
gay branch, a distance of twenty- 
six miles at the widest point. 
While this may have the effect of 
stimulating competition, it is not 
going to help the towns which are 
now established and which are 
entitled to a sufficient territory to 
support them. Word was receiv- 
ed from Claresholm yesterday 
that the C, N, R, is now routed 
about five miles east of the town 
and the board of trade is going to 
ask General Manager Macleod to 
run the road into the town, Aside 
trom promises which were made 
at the last provincial election, 
towns likeClaresholm and Granum 
have a right to demand of the 
provincial government that the C, 
N. R. be compelled to enter these 
places, If the company object 
to opening up new territory and 
are going to invade an area now 
served by the C.P.R. they at least 
should be prohibited from running 
their lines within five or six miles 
from well established towns, which 
can have no other effect than to

The Cut Worm 


Grievous complains are made 
this spring in some places of the 
ravages of the cut worms, One 
of the sufferers wrote to the On- 
tario Agricultural College, Guelph 
for advice. Here is the reply of 
Professor Bethune, entomologist : 

Your complaint regarding cut 
worms is similar to those that 
come to us from all over the 
country this year. Evidently last 
winter has been favorable to them 
These creatures are the larvae of 
dull-colored night-flying moths, 
and are hatched out in the autumn 
when they become _half-grown, 
and spend the winter underground 
or beneath any convenient shelter 
coming out in the spring and 
cutting off early vegetation. They 
are entirely noctural feeders, hid- 
ing away in the daytime, The 
very best remedy is the poison- 
ed bran mash, which 1s made by 
mixing paris green with bran or 
shorts until the whole has a light 
greenish tinge. This should then 
be treated with molasses or syrup 
mixed so that the whole will 
crumble between the fingers; In 
the evening this should be dis- 
tributed wherever the cut worms 
have been found at work, ana 
they will come out during the 
night and eat it instead of the 
plants and go off and die. You 
will not find dead caterpillars 
lying around, as the poison takes 
some little time to act, and they 
hide away before death takes 
place, It is, however, a very 
effective ‘remedy. Whenever a 
plant has been cut offin the night 
the culprit can usually be discov- 
ered by stirring up the soil within 
afew inches of the plant, and, 
then, of course, it may be easily 
killed,

FOOD COLORS. 


If You Like Brown Victuals You 
Are a Person of Refinemert! 

An extraordinary food theory has 
been brought forward by Dr. J. S. 
Goodall, lecturer to the Middlesex 
Hospital Medical School. He declares 
that when you enter a restaurant and 
select a chocolate-colored food you un- 
consciously show yourself a man of 
taste and refinement; but if, on the 
contrary, you syow a partiality for 
sellow-colored foods, your taste is 
most probably low and vulgar. 

Dr. GoodaTl, in explaining his 
strange theory, says that he first made 
experiments with animals. ‘‘A cat, 
for instance,” he says, “is very much 
influenced by the color of its food. 
In one experiment I placed a number 
oi pieges of meat, each tinted a dif- 
ferent color, before a cat. The ani- 
mal looked at each piece carefully, 
and then selected the red-colored meat. 
Dogs, on the other hand, do not ap- 
pear to use their visual sense like 
cats. If the food smells all right a 
dog will eat anything.

CATTLE PLENTIFUL. 
Alberta Siill 


Retains Her Ranching 
Features. 

Alberta is a greater cattle country 
now than it ever was in the old ranch- 
ing days. Surprising though it may 
seem, this statement is borne out by 
statistics which show that the pro- 
vince last year exported more beef 
than in any previous year in its his- 
tory. 

Once upon a time all that Alberta 
had in the way of industries was the 
fur trade. Then the country became 
the mecca of cattle and horse ranch- 
ers, finally the ranchers were crowded 
out in most parts and the cry was 
raised that the ranehing industry was 
killed. ; 

In 1906 the ranchers of the pro- 
vince sold off their surplus stock and 
a general clean-up was observed 
throughout the cattle country. Men 
with great herds of cattle sold almost 
every hoof; other men with just as 
big ranches cut down the number of 
their herds so as to be able to run 
them on their restricted ranges. 

The homesteader had come in and 
| taken up the ranch country, he had 
broken the ground and planted wheat, 
he had brought a few cows. The big 
ranchers declared the cattle industry 
was dead, the range was gone, the 
herds were gone, and the cattle could 
not be raised. In 1906 the ranchers 
made their big sale, 114,000 head in 
The ranches were swept clean of 
almost everything saleable. 

The two follow:ng years the cattle 
shipments were low, 96,000 in 1908 and 
80,000 head in 1907. Then came 1909 
when the homesteaders began to have 
something to turn off themselves. The 
total of the cattle shipments of that 
year was 127,000 head, more than the 

ig year when the ranges were cleaned 
mp to 1906. But the increase did not 
stop in 1909. The small farmers’ out- 
put was increasing and in 1910 the 
total number of beef cattle sold in 
the province of Alberta was 154,000 
head. 

1t is declared by those who thor- 
oughly understand the cattle business 
that it is but now in its infaney. 
There will come a time not far distant 
when Alberta will be supplying hun- 
dreds of thousands of head of beef to 
the markets of the world, an even 
better grade than those that were fat- 
tened on the ranges by the big ranch-

OUR FOREMOST SCULPTOR. 


Mr. Walter Allward Has Had an In- 
teresting Career. 


| No man of his age in the Dominion 
|}hes had a more interesting career 
jthan Mr. Walter Allward, of Toronto, 
{the foremost sculptor of  English- 
{speaking Canada. He was born in 
| that city ia June, 1875, and with a 
public school education began to 
study architecture at the age of four- 
} teen, But carving and clay modeling 
;}eame natural to him, and were his 
| chief hobbies. He stuyed four years 
jin the architect’s office, and then be- 
gan his work of scuipture in earnest 
At that time he could not even study 
| this art in a school, and, as a pro- 
| fession, it seemed to offer small pros- 
|} pects. Mr. Allward, however, went 
{on with his work undiscouraged, 
| couldn’t go awav to study—he had to 
earn a living. So he made busts and 
sold them and studied assiduously all 
the time, getting all the light possible 


}on the methods of such French sculp- | 


| tors as Fremiet and Paul Dubois. 
| His first large work of note was the 
| Northwest Rebellion monument in 
; Queen's”) Park, Toronto. Then he 
| nroduced the statues of Governor 
| Simcoe and Sir Oliver Mowat, After 
marriage, Mr. Allward spent 
some time in Europe, and since then 
| he has been constantly employed on 
| larger and more important works. 
| Chief among these, probably, is his
